SELECTMEN CALL FOR TOWN 

MEETING 
The Board of Selectmen, Monday 
evening, called for a Town Meeting, 
to be held on November 23rd. Act- 
al 


Accomodations Committee, 
the Selectmen issued the call so 
that, the town could hear the re- 


_ Port of the committee, together with 


their recommendations, which will 
probably include a motion to em- 
power the Selectmen to petition the 
Legislature for the right to borrow 
additional money, for school accom- 
modations. The meeting was called 
for Noy. 23rd in order that suffici- 
ent time be given to various boards 
and officials who would have to 
act on articles submitted for the 
warrant to fully consider the articles 
submitted. 

The meeting has to be held in 
sufficient time to enable the Sel- 
ectmen to draw up a petition for 
the state Legislature, and have it 
submitted to that body before the 
first Wednesday in December, in or- 
der that the Legislature may act 
upon such a petition in the coming 
session. By so doing, it has been ex- 
plained, the petition can. be acted 
upon before the annual Town Meet- 
ing, next March, and the town could 
then be ready, if everything else 
goes well, to vote actual construc- 
tion of a new school, or an addi- 
tion to the high school. 

Because of illness in his family, 
Dean Cushing, Town Manager was 
forced to leave early, and the meet- 
ing continued without him, Before 
he left he submifted a lengthy re- 
port to the Selectmen. 
Drainage and Land Reclamation 
TM Cushing reported on activities 
leading to drainage and land reclam- 
atic in Wilmington. The report 
was not that the drainage would 
begin immediately, but that steps 
were being taken which could lead 
to such activity in the near future. 
TM Cushing told the Selectmen that 
he had good reason to believe that 
the Boston & Maine railroad would 
participate in a land reclamation, 
near Wilmington center, and that 
the state would put up a consid- 
erable amount of money (amount 
not specified) under Chapter 91 of 
the General Laws. The project dis- 
cussed centered near Wilmington 
center, with the problem of drain- 
ing near the railroad station, at the 
roundhouse, and the area between 
Gildart’s garage and Burlington ay- 
enue having priority. Indications, 
the Town Manager stated, were that 
the Boston & Maine railroad would

NEW INDUSTRY 


Everyone has been stopping, from 
time to time, to look a¢ross the rail- 
road tracks from the Wilmington 
theatre, at the bulldozers at work. 
The new building which has been 
started will be a place in which 
condinments (i.e. salt, pepper, ete,) 
will be packaged. 

Our story, however, at this mom- 
ent is not about the new industry 
but the remains of an old one, which 
stood On the site where the new 
bhilding is going-up. Our readers 
will recall that a faitly large number 
of irregularly cut. granite pieces 
stood in that field for years. We 
enquired once, about those stones, 
and we got two answers, We shall 
give you both, and let you have your 
pick, 

The first answer was that they 
were left there from the time that 
the bridge was built, over the rail- 
road tracks, at Burlington avenue. 
It sounds plausible, but it didnt look 
like the right kind of granite to us. 

The second story, which we pre- 
fer, for the romanticisms, if for no 
other reason, was that these stones 
were all that remains of a “stock 
swindle” back about 1885. According 
to our informant, some Boston stock 
propoters, in the last century, sold 
stock for'a quarry which was to be 
located in Wilmington, The granite 
was not of good quality, but that 
didn't bother these gentlemen. As 
a proof of their ernest intentions 
they had some of the granite cut, 
and -hauled down to the railroad, 
ready for loading. Then they headed 
for Boston and sold stock, after 
which they took off, maybe for 

‘exico or France. 

Wie informant told us that the 
granite was cut from the old quarry, 
up on Taft road, which may have 
been so, and then again may not 
have been so. (we know that quarry 
was used for other purposes, later, 
but that is another story). Our in- 
formant also told us that the small 
hole, in the rock, opposite Swain 
road, off Burlington avenue was an- 
other hold that these promoters 
had cut, to show their good inten- 
ety, it is a good story, — 
take it or leave it.

{constituted a very unfair compet- 
ition to the railroads, a compettion 
that was also unfair to the motorist 
and taxpayer in general. These 
trucks, the very large ones, were 
the ones which destroyed the nations 
highways, so expensive to the tax- 
payer said Summerville. 

Summerville began his talk by 
Stating that New England has a very 
good position, industrially, in spite 
of the propaganda from other sec- 
tions of the country. With 2 percent 
of the area of the nation, and 7 per- 
cent of the population, the six New 
England states have industries 
which employ 59 percent of all tex- 
tile machinery, 57 percent of all the 
news print, manufacture 49 percent 
of the nails and spikes made in the 
country, 33 percent of footwear, 30 
percent of the glue and abrasives, 
and 27 percent of machine tools and 
fine papers. 

It is perfectly true, he stated, that 
there has been a decrease in textile 
production, but this has been more 
than offest by the increase in other 
lines, such as. electronics, plastics 
and metal working. In the electronics 
fields, alone, the number of workers 
has increased from 55,000 to 138,000 
in a 15 year period, and plastics, in 
the same time have increased by wD 
percent. On a percentage basis, New 
England far exceeds the national 
averages, in almost any industry 
that can be named. se

Mr. Summerville was very happy 
to be connected with a railroad that 
serves much of New England, and 
he paid tribute to the industrial 
awareness of Wilmington, which he 
termed “dynamic”. 

Like New England, the Boston 
and Maine Railroad has been un- 
dergoing some tremendous changes 
in the last fifteen years. It is er 

el- 
electric locomotives, and within a 
few more years there will be no 
steam engines left on the Boston 
and Maine. A diesel electric engine 
‘of 100,000 horsepower cost $200,000 
against $85-100,000 for a similar loc- 
omotive, but the savings in operation 
more than offset the original cost, he 
stated, The Boston and Maine is 
buying these locomotives on a “time- 
period” basis, similar to that which 
the average car owner uses. It takes 
the Boston and Maine seven and 
one half years to pay for a diesel-el- 
ectric locomotive. : 

The Boston and Maine, however 
is faced with other problems, cl 
of which are (1) too much govern- 
ment regulation, and (2) what the 
Boston and Maine considers as un-

To- 
day, with all sorts of competition, 
the railroads still are hampered by 
these laws, some of which, at least, 
do not affect their competitors, said 
Summerville. 

The competition consist of trucks 
autos, busses, and pipelines. The 
pipelines today carry 12 percent of 
the intercity freight. 

It is perfectly true that the rail- 
roads carry more freight today than 
they ever did before, but that is be- 
cause the country as a whole is 
growing. The railroads, at the same 
time, are forced to keep up unecon- 
omic services, which have outlived 
their usefullness, because of the rul- 
ings of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and the various state 
Public Utilities Commissions. 

Summerville was particularly cau- 
stic about 4 percent of the trucks, 
which, he stated, destroy the high- 
ways for more than they are worth, 
About -4000,000 trucks are involved 
he said, trucks which use the high- 
ways that the public pays for, and 
in direct competition to the railroads 
who have to pay for their own right- 
of-way maintainance. 

He also had a few words to say 
about the government subsidies, 
direct and indirect, to the airlines. 
He pointed out that taxpayers mon- 
ey is used to maintain large public 
landing fields, and that the land- 
ing fees paid by the large commer- 
cial planes do not begin to pay for 
the maintainance of these fields, and, 
as a matter of fact, are not suf- 
ficient to even remove he snow, in 
the wintertime. 

Railroads, said Summerville, carry 
90% of the nations mail, for $17 
million, and the airways carry 6% 
for $34 million. That is why the air- 
lines are able to give free meals, in 
their flights — they are doing it 
with the tax-payers money! 

_ Every time there is an increase 
in the wages in the steel industry 
the price of steel is raised accord- 
ingly, but the same is not true in the 
railrodd industry. We have to go 
through a half dozen regulatory bod- 
ies, taking six months or a year, be-

INDEX 


The Bureau of Labor's Consumer 


Price Index, which is commonly 
and erroneously called the “Cost 
of Living Index,” hit a new high 


recently. At the same time, as any 
consumer knows, the prices of many 
items_in general use, running a wide 
gamut from beef to used cars, have 
been substantially below the levels 
of a year or more ago. 


This confusion results from var- 
ious factors. First of all, as the 
Bureau itself points out, the Index

Over three million retired work- 
ers are now getting old-age. insur- 
+ |ance payments, The three million 
mark was reached during July, Miss 
Fihel Eliopoulos, manager of the 
Lowell social security office, said 
today. 
The number of retired workers 
on the benefit rolls increased by 
almost One® million during the last 
two years, In contrast, more than 
even years had passed after the 
beginning of monthly social secur- 
ity insurance payments before the 
two million figure was reached in 
April 1951. 
The more than three million per- 
sons now getting old-age insurance 
benefits based on their employment 
or self-employment in work cover- 
ed by the law are not the total of 
persons aged 65 of over getting 
payment, Miss Eliopoulos pointed 
out.
